Todays mail brings two remarkable new 
books, each of special interest to writers 
and lovers of language. The first is from 
the presses of Alfred A. Knopf who gave 
us the most distinguished contribution to 
contemporary 
linguistic 
studies, 
H. 
L. 
Mencken’s monumental AMERICAN LAN­ 
GUAGE. Bearing the modest title PLAIN 
WORDS: THEIR ABC, the new volume is 
one of the most charming, urbane 
and 
witty books on language that these eyes 
have seen since the appearance of H. W. 
Fowler’s MODERN ENGLISH USAGE. 
Its author, Sir Ernest 
Gowers, 
is 
a 
staunch foe of governmentese and gobble­ 
dygook. His volume—which sells for the 
amazingly modest figure 
of 
$2.50—was 
prepared at the request of 
the 
British 
Treasury in an effort to improve “official 
English’’ as 
represented 
in 
government 
communications and publications. While it 
is perhaps too much to hope that our own 
bureaucrats w ill take heed and work tow­ 
ard simple, effective speech, they can—if 
they w ill— find an effective pattern 
for 
such rn program in this book. 
Do not misunderstand—this book is not 
limited in its appeal or usefulness to gov­ 
ernment employes or even to workers with 
wolds. Every literate reader will find in it 
many fresh and stimulating 
insights 
on 
matters of usage— in many ways a valuable 
complement to Fowler’s great work. And 
surely all writers and public figures will 
find much to benefit them in what the au­ 
thor calls “a guide to the choice and ar­ 
rangement of words in such a way as to 
get an idea as exactly as possible out of 
one mind into another.’’ 
The second book of the day—THE MOD­ 
ERN TEXTILE DICTIONARY by 
George 
Linton, published by 
Duell, 
Sloan 
and 
Pearce—is a much more specialized work. 
In its nearly 800 pages it lists and defines 
more than 12,000 terms common 
to 
the 
textile industry. Though m anifestly a work 
of great scholarship, its editor has kept the 
human touch throughout, as a reading of 
the superb 14-page article on w om en’s cos­ 
tumes from Egyptian tunics 
to 
today’s 
teen-agers’ blue 
jeans, 
amply 
demon­ 
strates.

We can own our homes 
and vote as we please, and worship God 
as we please—and if we please. Liberty is 
a great producer of m any things, includ­ 
ing dolom ite.” 
The dolom ite w orkers have given a well 
deserved boost to the free enterprise capi­ 
talistic system in A m erica by making this 
com parison w ith things as they are in So­ 
viet. Russia. 
R ussia's economic system is one of rigid 
controls. A worker goes w here he is told 
and stays there until he is perm itted to 
leave—if ever. There is no economic com­ 
petition so naturally prices are high and 
wages are low. The result is a low stand­ 
ard of living. 
We get results in this country througn 
a free economy. W orkers can w ork where 
they w ant and leave when they want. They 
can buy w here they wish and they can 
go to any church they desire. W orkers are 
well paid for their labors and this, in turn, 
m akes a vastly expanded m arket for the 
things th at workers produce. 
Com petition is keen so prices are lowbr­ 
ed. A happy worker is alw ays a more pro- 
uuctive w orker which explains why 200 
A m ericans can produce three times more 
dolom ite than 350 R ussians in the 
same 
length of time. 
Pravda wall never publish 
the 
lettei 
from the dolom ite w orkers of America but 
the letter may discourage the Soviet news­ 
paper from making more of the same mis­ 
takes.

Skin Rashes Should Be 


Watched With Suspicion

A “working wom an” says she w ants to 
knowf som ething about skin cancer because 
she has a rash with a terrible itch on her 
body and is greatly worried th at this may 
be cancer. By wfay of reassurance it can 
be .-.aid that this is almost certainly 
not 
cancer though that is no reason why the 
trouble should be neglected. 
Cancer of the skin, however, and some 
of the signs which precede it should 
be 
generally known, since early identification 
and appropriate treatm ent 
can 
certainly 
save a great deal of trouble. 
Any soie on the skin or around the m u­ 
cous m em branes of the lips, n ear the eyes. 
or anyw here else which does not heal 
as 
quickly as one thinks it should, ought to 
be watched w ith suspicion. If the skin has 
a lum p or ulcer by all means let the doctoi 
look at it. Some such sores or lum ps will 
be cancer; they are so easy to treat while 
they are sm all and may be so hard aftei 
they have grow'n a while that there is no 
sense in delay. 
THERE ARE also some skin 
conditions 
which may lead eventually to cancer and 
therefore should be watched even if 
not 
treated so that they can be attacked at the 
first sign of cancerous change. The most 
im portant of these are Hie scaly, brow n o* 
black patches which are quite common in 
elderly people and art usually located on 


the part: of the skin most exposed to the 
sun and air. These patches are called kera­ 
toses. 
KERATOSES are not cancerous 
when 
they start though they so often develop 
in that direction that it is som etim es— but 
not alw ays—-a good idea to rem ove them 
There are two things w hich alw ays seem 
w tse, how ever. One is to w atch them be­ 
cause if they glow it m ay be 
a 
danger 
signal; the other is that persons who show 
a tendency to develop these patches should 
try to protect their skin as m uch as possi­ 
ble from exposure to the sun. 
Indeed they are more likely to develop 
in the- first place In people like sailors and 
farm ers who spend a lot of tim e in bright 
sunshine 
THE TAKING OF reasonable 
precau­ 
tions can save a lot of grief. The patches 
of keratosis can bt' cut out or treated 
by 
X-rays or the electric needle, if necessary, 
the choice of method depending on size, lo­ 
cation, and most ol all on the judgment of 
the physician. 
The actual skin cancers, too, 
can 
be 
treated by surgery. X-ray, or radium 
or 
combinations of these. If the patient has 
not been careless 
about 
letting 
some 
warning sign run on too long the results 
from skin cancer are not to 
be 
greatly 
feared. 


Today In Washington

W ASHINGTON—If, as 
reported 
from 
Denver, President Eisenhower is planning 
to appoint this tim e someone with judicial 
experience to the vacancy on the Suprem e 
C ourt ot the United States, 
then 
Chief 
Judge Harold M. Stephens of the U. S. C ir­ 
cuit Court of A ppeals for the D istrict of 
Colum bia is the logical choice. 
Judge Stephens was the selection recom ­ 
m ended for the Suprem e Court by the De­ 
partm ent of Justice when Homer 
C um ­ 
m ings was attorney general, but President 
Roosevelt thought he w asn’t liberal enough 
and appointed a New 
Dealer. 
A ctually, 
Judge Stephens, w'ho has now" been on 
the bench here for nearly 20 years, has 
m ade a truly great record and is widely 
respected by the bar of the nation, especi­ 
ally the judiciary. He is neither conserva­ 
tive nor liberal but one of those rare in­ 
dividuals wrho is intellectually honest and 
decides cases on their m erits. 
Judge Stephens happens to be a devout 
Catholic, and that's another consideration 
w hich— while not talked about out loud, 
because it is rather delicate— is often a 
factor just the same. President 
W illiam 
Howard Taft appointed Edward 
Douglas 
W hite, a Catholic, to be chief justice. Taft 
was a unitarian and won wade acclaim foi 
his action. 
RELIGION IS FACTOR 
Since then, presidents have tried, w hen 
they could, to take into account that in 
the highest court in the land all religious 
faiths should be represented. Justice B ut­ 
ler of Minnesota and Justice F rank M ur­ 
phy, form er governor of Michigan, were 
the last Catholics to sit on the 
Suprem e 
Court. When Justice M urphy died, it wras 
generally assumed th at President Trum an 
would appoint a Catholic to the vacancy 
b ut he was reported at the tim e to have 
brushed Hie suggestion aside w ith the al­ 
leged rem ark that he felt under no com­ 
pulsion to take religion into account. 
It 
was understood nevertheless that he wras 
im pressed with the criticism and actually 
prom ised the next vacancy to Howard Mc­ 
G rath, then attorney general, who is 
a 
Catholic. No vacancy occurred 
for 
that 
pledge to be fulfilled. 
Judge Stephens, m oreover, is “geograph­ 
ically right,” as the saying goes in politics. 
T here is at present no justice on the Su­ 
prem e Court from the Rocky 
M ountain 
region and Judge 
Stephens 
hails 
from 
Utah, w here he served on the bench before I 
coming to the D epartm ent of Justice as an 1 
assistant attorney general in 1933. 
Judge 
Stephens is an independent Dem ocrat, and 
th a t’s the group from wrhich Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er is seeking support nowadays. 
If the President feels he m ust choose a 
, ju rist who originally was a 
Republican, 
then Chief Judge O n e L. Phillips of the 
U. S. C ircuit Court of Appeals at Denver 
is a natural selection. He is one 
of 
the 
great judges of today and was up for con­ 
sideration when Chief Justice W arren was 
appointed. 
BROWNELL IS POSSIBILITY 
If, however, the President follows an­ 
other tradition and looks to the D epart­ 
m ent of Justice, he is expected to 
give 
consideration to the appointm ent of his at­ 
torney general, H erbert Brownell. The fol­ 
lowing men, each of whom was an attorney 
general, w eie appointed to the 
Suprem e 
C ourt of the United States in the last 40 
years: 
Jam es McReynolds, appointed by P resi­ 
dent Wilson in 1914. 
H arlan Stone appointed -by 
President 
Coolidge in 1925. 
F rank M urphy appointed by 
President 
Roosevelt in 1940. 
R obert H, Jackson appointed by P resi­ 
dent Roosevelt in 1941. 
Tom C. Clark api>ointcd by 
President 
T rum an iii 1949. 
To this list might be added solicitor gen­ 
eral Stanley F. Reed, appointed 
to 
the 
Suprem e Court by President Roosevelt in 
1938. 
The dispatches from Denver saying At­ 
torney G eneral Brow'nell is "controversial” 
and hence shouldn’t be appointed, reflect 
neither knowledge of the past nor fairness 
on the part oi those who originated such 
an objection. For most all men who serve 
at the head of the D epartm ent of Justice 
become involved in public 
controversies, j 
The late Justice Jackson, when serving as 
assistant attorney general, m ade 
speeches 
defending President Roosevelt’s 
plan 
t o 
I 
“pack” ’he Suprem e Court, yet it was not 
held against him by the Senate. His ap­ 
pointm ent to the Suprem e Court was con­ 
firm ed by the Senate on 
July 
7, 
1941, 
w ithout even a record vote. 
Ju st w'hat are tile “controversies” 
that 
ar associated with Mi. Brownell? By or­ 
der OI the President, he had one of his at­ 
torneys appear for the departm ent in the 
segregation case. He also m ade a speech 
last year exposing the neglect 
by 
the 
T rum an Adm instration to fire Harry Dex­ 
ter W hite 
after 
receiving 
FBI 
reports 
pointing plainly to his contacts with the 
Com m unists. This speech was deliberately 
distorted by Trum um tes to m ake it appear 
that Mr. Brownell attacked the 
Royalty, 
rath er than the adm inistrative 
efficiency, 
of the Democratic president. 
C ertainly it would be tragic irony it 
President Eisenhower allow ed this episode 
to block the appointm ent to the Suprem e 
Court ot a man of the integrity and fair­ 
ness of H erbert Brownell. The 
attorney 
general is an 
able 
law yer. 
His 
recent 
speech giving due weight to both sides of 
the contm versy 
over 
fifth 
am endm ent 
witnesses was a judicial docum ent of true 
impai tiality.

W ASHINGTON— (N EA )—An incredible 
m istake in the pipe-stock room of the Elec­ 
tric Boat Company 
in 
Groton,

could delay the first trials of

revolutionary atomic subm arine, the Nau­ 
tilus, by six months. 
Correcting the results of the m istake in­ 
volves an extrem ely com plicated inspec­ 
tion and rebuilding job which will 
add 
m aterially to the cost of the sub, previous­ 
ly revealed to be $55,000,000. 
The first Navy announcem ent 
of 
th* 
trouble said that a steam pipe had 
ex­ 
ploded during a pressure test. Then it was 
explained that welded steel pipe had been 
accidentally installed in an undeterm ined 
portion of the system in place of seamless 
pipe, which is much stronger. 
H ere’s w'hat happened: 
The seam less pipe for the N autilus, one 
an done half inches in outside diam eter, 
was purchased from various sources. And 
each quantity was rigidly inspected by the 
Navy before being accepted— but at the 
place where it was bought.

IT WAS THEN 
DELIVERED 
to 
the 
Electric Boat Division of G eneral 
Dyna­ 
mics Corp. at Groton w'here the fatal error 
was m ade. The special N autilus pipe was 
dum ped in the storage bin. or area, where 
all incoming pipe is placed. 
And w'hen it came time to 
install 
tile 
steam system in the new’ A-sub workmen 
drew w'hat they assumed to be the right 
seamless pipe from that pile. Instead they 
took out an underterm ined 
quantity 
of 
ordinary welded pipe. Both kinds look ex­ 
actly alike. 
The m istake was not discovered 
until 
Sept. 20 w hen routine pressure tests con­ 
ducted on the steam system resulted in an 
explosion of the weaker welded pipe. 
A fter a quick investigation of the trouble 
Hie Navy announced that there was no evi­ 
dence of sabotage. Now the Electric Boat 
firm says that in connection w ith the error 
it has fired its pipe shop forem an, Her­ 
man F. Baier, who has been w ith the com­ 
pany 42 years. 
The steam system which was fouled up 
by the error is part of w hat is called tho 
secondary system. It’s not part of the prim ­ 
ary nuclear pow er plant, which is a separ­ 
ately contained unit.

THE SECONDARY 
SYSTEM 
handles 
the steam which has been created by the 
heat transferred from the atom ic pile unit. 
This m eans that the m istake would 
not 
have involved the escape of any radioac­ 
tive m aterials if it hadn't been discovered 
until after the first

w ere 
started. 
If the error had resulted in the sinking 
of the N autilus it would have been a major 
disaster. Not only would the valuable sub 
have been lost but the low -grade atomic 
explosion 
which 
could 
have 
resulted 
would have created a mass of dangerously 
radioactive w ater wherever Hie 
accident 
took place. 
The present task 
involves 
painstaking 
testing to determ ine the exact extent of the 
trouble. The Navy claims th at it’s at least 
a th re e -monh delay.

BECAUSE OF THE limited area Inside 
a sub all of the piping is jam m ed into a 
m inim um am ount of space.

B ecam e the seamless pipe looks exact­ 
ly like the welded pipe a special method 
of in s e rtio n has to be devised to deter­ 
m ine just how extensive the repair job 
will be. Several weeks after the discovery 
of the m istake the Navy was still unable t,o 
say exactly how many feet of piping wa* 
involved. 
In spite of tile delay and ex tia expense 
cau.sed by the error, the Navy insists that 
it will not effect the eventual seaw orthi­ 
ness of the craft. 
An Electric Boat Company 
spokesman
